WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy and Secretary of State 
Dean 
Rusk met at the White 
House today to review what the 
Geneva conference and talks on 
Berlin have produced so far. 
Rusk flew back from Geneva 
Tuesday night. He went to the 
White House this morning to make 
his first report to the chief execu­ 
tive. He walked in through a side 
door to executive offices with a tan 
attache case in his hand. He had 
nothing to say to newsmen at that 
point. 
The secretary of state was ex­ 
pected to meet also with the Sen­ 
ate and House Foreign Relations 
Committees, probably Thursday, 
While no major progress oc 
curred on basic cold war disputes 
the 17-nation disarmament confer­ 
ence did not break up in an an­ 
gry flurry as have some past 
East-West gatherings The Soviets 
showed a willingness to keep on 
talking about Berlin rather than 
pressing the issue to the point of 
war. 
Lower level delegates remained 
at Geneva for what is expected 
to be months of negotiating on 
the complicated and still largely 
unresolved disarmament issues 
In 
Geneva, 
Foreign 
Minis­ 
ter Antonio Segni of Italy today 
put forward a four-point program 
of partial disarmament beginning 
with an agreement prohibiting the 
use of outer space for military 
purposes. 
The 17-nation disarmament con­ 
ference also received a memoran­ 
dum from Polish Foreign Minister 
Adam Rapacki outlining his five- 
year-old proposal for a nuclear- 
free zone through the heartland of 
Europe. He called for a limitation 
of armaments as well as a ban on 
nuclear weaoons in West and East 
Germany, Poland and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Segni told the conference the 
neeo now is for confidence-build­ 
ing agreements to serve as a prel 
ude to a bigger program of gen­ 
eral and complete disarmament. 
The Italian’s four-point program 
called for: 
1. An agreement to prohibit the 
use of outer space for military 
purposes. 
2. An early cutoff of nuclear 
weapon production, leading to the 
gradual destruction of stockpiles, 
and the creation of a uranium 
bank for peaceful uses. 
3. Action to guard against acci­ 
dental war or surprise attack.

Segni’s program was in line with 
proposals to the conference by 
other Western leaders, including 
U.S. Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Canadian Foreign Minister 
Howard C. Green.

In a few minutes the battalion of 
troops, armed with submachine 
guns, disappeared from positions 
it had occupied in the palace and 
outside his office. 
The embattled president Uien 
wen., off to lunch. 
A rash of reports bombarded 
this capital since before dawn that 
the army, navy and air force 
chiefs had already set the ma­ 
chinery in motion for an imminent 
ouster of the president. But these 
reports subsided somewhat later. 
Shortly before ordering the pal­ 
ace cleared of troops the president 
refused to accept outright the res­ 
ignations of Gen. Rosendo Fraga, 
secretary of the army, and Jorge 
Rojas Silveyra, secretary of the 
air force. He took the resignations 
under advisement. 
It was clear the two armed 
forces chiefs were seeking to give 
themselves a free banc! in th® 
tense developments.

dered his pink palace cleared of 
battle-geared troops. 
In a few m inutes the battalion of 
troops, arm ed with subm achine 
guns, disappeared from positions 
it had occupied in the palace and 
outside his office.

A rash of reports bom barded 
this capital since before dawn that

and

chiefs had already set the m a­ 
chinery in motion for an im m inent 
ouster of the president. But these 
reports subsided som ewhat later. 
Shortly before ordering the pal­ 
ace cleared of troops the president 
refused to accept outright the re s­ 
ignations of Gen. Rosendo F ra g a, 
secretary of the arm y, and Jorge 
Rojas Silveyra, secretary of the 
air force. He took the resignation* 
under advisem ent. 
It was clear the two arm ed 
forces chiefs w ere seeking to give 
them selves a free hand in the 
tense developm ents. The navy sec­ 
retary, Adm. Gaston Clement, quit 
several days ago and since then 
the navy has been in the van in 
dem anding Frondizi’s resignation.

Why Celebrate It? 


As Am e*jeans prepare their income tax 
returns they may or may not be aware 
that this is the 50th anniversary of the 16th 
amendment to the Constitution authoriz­ 
ing income taxes with non-uniform rates. 
It is also noted that the flood of revenue 
from this taxing device has reached an all- 
time high. This year the tax on individual 
incomes will yield an estimated $45 bil­ 
lon — approximately 55 per cent of total 
budget receipts. In 1950 the individual in­ 
come tax brought in 43 per cent of re­ 
ceipts. 
Prior to that the figure was much low­ 
er. In fact, the income tax rested lightly 
on the great majority of Americans until 


the government began dipping into the 
lower brackets back in the 1930s. 
As recently as 1940 individual and cor­ 
porate income taxes brought in less re­ 
venue than other federal taxes. Now total 
income taxes yield 80 per cent of all fed­ 
eral revenues. 
Will the first 50 years of the income tax 
prove to be the hardest? The outcry for 
lower levies 
to 
encourage 
s a v i n g s 
and business expansion is growing louder. 
But there is not much evidence in Wash­ 
ington of relenting from the policy of ap­ 
plying all the taxes and the traffic w i l l 
bear.

Gardening Aids Boom 


Those who go by the calendar suddenly 
discover that it is time to get out of doors 
and experience again the feeling of getting 
the hands in the dirt. 
W th all the traditional omens at hand, 
who can say that the time isn't here to 
start studying the racks of fetchingly col­ 
ored seed packets, the garden tools in 
their brave, bright store coats of paint, 
and start wandering in the nurseries that 
dot The countryside. 
No one 
has an accurate 
count of the 
number of gardeners hereabouts. The na­ 
tional estimate is 30 million. The flight to 
the suburbs which in turn intrigues and 
bemuses sociologists, cty planners poli­ 
ticians and others, is making gardeners of 
people who heretofore didn't know a sweet 


pea from a dahlia and didn't care. 
Never has the gardener had so many 
aids at such reasonable prices. Power tools 
are a v a i l a b l e for every purpose. Che­ 
mical aids are to be had for almost any 
type of horticulture and any type of soil. 
Perhaps the most interesting development 
is the gieat number of hybrid varieties of 
flower and vegetable seeds. 
Generally, the rule of thumb has been 
that the gardener gets out of a garden 
what he puts into it in planning, back­ 
aches and blisters. But the picture is 
changing. The products of chemical lab­ 
oratories manufacturing plants and pro­ 
fessional seedsmen give the lazy garden­ 
er amazing returns.

Aft­ 
er that it was only a m atter of 
how much deeper the court would 
interfere. 
A 
number 
of 
cases 
could be cited. 
One is enough. After pussyfoot­ 
ing and backtracking, the court 
ruled in 1927 and 1932 that a Ne 
gro in Texas had been deprived 
of the equal protection of the lith 
Amendment when he was kept 
from voting because of his color. 
The most sensational action of 
the court, in the social domain— 
if only because it is the most 
vivid in recent memory—was its 
contrary actions on segregation. 
Here it really pussyfooted. 
In 1896 the court ruled a state 
could segregate Negroes—that it

was constitutional to do so—pro­ 
vided that in their 
segregated 
place they were given treatment 
equal to that given white people. 
For the next 58 years succeed­ 
ing courts skidded all around the 
problem of deciding whether seg­ 
regation by itself was or wasn’t 
constitutional. 
Instead, it crept up on that m a­ 
jor decision by a number of ^de- 
cisions ruling out segregation in 
various forms and places — but 
only because the treatment given 
Negroes 
wasn’t 
equal 
to 
that 
given whites. 
In 1954 it took the plunge, said 
the court of 1896 was wrong, de­ 
clared the principle of segrega­ 
tion wTong, and ordered the coun 
try’s public schools desegregated. 
Tile court has stepped into the 
American economic field a num­ 
ber of times 
and in different 
ways 
It was Marshall, 
starting in 
1803, who asserted as chief jus­ 
tice the authority of the court to 
move in many directions with a 
series of decisions which estab­ 
lished the right of the court to 
pass on the constitutionality of 
acts of Congress and state legis­ 
latures, and on the decisions of 
state courts. 
As angry as the decisions of 
the Supreme Court under M ar­ 
shall made many people for dif­ 
ferent reasons — he was on the 
court from 1801 to 1835—one thing 
was certain: he strengthened the 
power of the government in deal­ 
ing with states. 
This week’s decision was an ex­ 
tension of that power.

CHICAGO — One more step in 
the fight toward the ultimate sub 
jugation of cancer is a non-toxic 
drug derived from chlorine. 
According to a report made he 
fore the 1961 Congress of the North 
American Federation of the In 
ternational College of Surgeons, in 
Chicago, the new anti cancer drug 
has already, in several years of 
testing 
in 
the U n i t e d States 
and elsewhere, achieved spectacu­ 
lar results rn destroying cancer 
cells in humans without harming 
healthy human tissues. 
In making this latest report, fol­ 
lowing on several other studies 
published in such scientific jour­ 
nals as the American Medical As­ 
sociation'* 
Archives of Surgery 
and the Journal of Urology t Al­ 
fred Globus, a biology professor 
at Fairleigh Dickinson University, 
Rutherford, N. J., said, 
“ We may be on the verge of a

Steel Profits 
Show Decline 


Mel’ Income Lowest 
Since 1954, Report 


CLEVELAND (A P )-T he profit 
squeeze on the U.S. steel industry 
tightened last year, Steel Maga­ 
zine said today in a preview of 
its April 2 edition. 
The industry's dollar volume of 
net profits dropped 14.2 per cent 
below 196Q’s, and its net profit 
of 5.2 cents per dollar of sales 
was the lowest since 1952’s 4.9 
cents, the publication said. 
Steel, in its 37th annual finan­ 
cial analysis of the steel indus­ 
try, estimates 1961 net income for 
the 
industry 
at 
$715.2 
million, 
lowest since 1954’s $637.3 million. 
It set sales and revenues at $13.7 
billion, compared with $11.5 bil­ 
lion in 1960. 
While 34 companies’ output of 
steel for ingots and castings was 
only 1.8 per cent below that of 
1960, the publication said, dollar 
volume of net sales and revenues 
was off 6.1 per cent. It said this 
reflected price shading and a 7 
per cent decline in mill shipments 
of finished steel. 
In the 34 companies, it noted, 
there were 64,500 fewer jobs in 
1961 than the year before, and 
the federal government got $166,- 
604,440 less in income taxes than 
it did in 1960. 
On the plus side, it said, there 
was a 4.3 per cent increase in 
depreciation taken in 1961, and 
working capital last year rose 11.4 
per cent above the 1960 total de­ 
spite the decline in net income. 
Ownership of common stock in 
the steel industry continued to 
expand in 1961, Steel said, and the 
number of stockholders went up 
3 per cent.

has 
been before the com mission since 
Dec. 23, 1960. It w ants substantial 
rate increases, m ore than IOO p**r 
cent in som e categories. 
B rem en, along with other com ­ 
m unities, organizations and indi­ 
viduals, has gone on record with 
the PUCO as opposing the rate 
increases on the grounds they are 
exorbitant. 
The order issued by the com ­ 
mission today m akes Brem en a 
party to the case. The city thus 
has “ the right to plead, to have 
notice of hearing, to produce and
